1 . I am a member of the faculty of Northwestern University, 1 800 Sherman Avenue, Suite 
504, Evanston, IL 60201, which University is the Assignee of the above identified patent 
application. I am a co-inventor of the invention of Patent Application No. 10/645,304. 

2. I am also co-author, with Jeffrey D. Hartgerink and Elia Beniash of the publication "Self 
Assembly and Mineralization of Peptide- Amphiphile Nanofibers", Science, November 23, 2001; 
Vol. 294, 1684-1688; a copy of which is attached hereto. 

3. At the time of the publication of the above-mentioned joumal article, Jeffrey D. 
Hartgerink and Elia Beniash were employed as postdoctoral fellows and were graduate students 
at Northwestern University. Jeffrey D. Hartgerink and Elia Beniash each provided technical 
support with the research that is the subject of the joumal article.
